being solved according to my directions : I had therefore 
good reason to believe that the matter was on the road to ad- 


juetment and accordingly I waited for the final settlement 
before sending the Department the details of the case. 

A letter from Mr. Hunt of February 12th, together with 
your telegram of the 24th, showed me that the settlement was 
not progressing as I had been led to believe. It seems, 
therefore, advisable at this point to inform the Department 
of some of the more important steps taken by the Legation 
in its éndeavor to. bring about an amicable settlement of the 
case, | 

On October Srd I received a note from the Foreign Office 
(Hnclosure No, 2) bringing to tty attention the controversy 
between the company and the local officials and presenting 
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on which the Company's godown has been built was secretly

believe that the vendee was a native; that upon learning 


the land had really come into the hands of a foreigner the 


 Taot‘ai and District Magistrate repeatedly forbade the sale;

I replied to the above note on October 5th (Enclosure

In the month of July last the Shanghai Commissioner 
of Customs issued a notification declaring that the General 
importation of morphia and of the needles or instruments 
for hypodermic injection was now prohibited, with the ex- 
ception that physicians and druggists were at liberty to pro- 
cure supplies for medical purposes, on payment of duty, un- 
der special permit. Such special permits would be granted 
to all qualified importers on their signing bonds before their 
Consul guaranteeing that their intended importations of mor- 
phia or of instruments for its injection were either for the 
use of hospitals, or if for sale, were to be sold only in 
small quantities and on receipt of a requisition signed by a 
duly qualified foreign medical practitioner. 

The notification was evidently based on Article XI of 
the British Commercial Treaty of 1902 and Article XVI of the 
United States Treaty for the Extension of Commercial Relations 
of October 8, 1903, but it ignored the further stipukafion 
contained in the former of these that the article would not 
come into operation until all other treaty powers had agreed 
to its conditions, and that the Chinese Government on their 
side would, at once adopt means to prevent the manufacture of 
morphia in China. 


In order to maintain the respect due to Treaty engage- 


ments, it became my duty to point out to the Chinese Govern- 
ment the irregularity committed by the Imperial Maritime Cus-

4. That provisions should be made for the importation 
into China of morphia for medicinal purposes and of instru- 
ments for its administration, in accordance with the provis- 
ions laid down in Article XI of the British Treaty, and that 
on such morphia and instruments a duty not exceeding 5 per 
cent ad valorem should be imposed.

No warrants and summons of the Mixed Cowt against Chinese 
in the Foreign Settlement North of the Yang-king Pang shall 
be enforced unless countersigned by the Senior Consul. In 
the case of respectable persons, and when the circumstances of 
the case are not really grave, a summons should only be issued 
and warrants must not be used unnecessarily. If a party 
fails to appear when summoned more than once he may then be 
arrested under a warrant. 

If the defendant is in the employ of a foreigner, such 
eurrants must #182 28) countersigned by the Consul of the na- 
tionality of the employer of the defendant. 

Every person arrested shall be brought before the Court 
within twenty-four hours of his arrest, and if the case is 
not disposed of, he shall be remanded until the next sitting 


of the Court, and so de die in diem until the case is finally 
decided.

Chinese Magistrate, they are to be released on bail-if the 
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hearing of the case is not at once impending, 80 as 
J detention in custody.

VII. In all cases civil or criminal which come before the court

I understand that the British and French Governments may 
decide within a few days to jointly demand of the Chinese Gove 
ernment the severe punishment of the Governor and the Treasur- 
er of the Province of Kiang-si for gross negligence in connec- 
tion with the recent murder of missionaries at Nanech'ang., If 
this demand is made, the two governments will, I have very good 
reason for BOLT ETSNE back it up with a strong naval force on 
the Yang-tze River.

The first reports of the Nanech'ang affair, both in the 
Chinese and in the foreign (English) press, in which the whole 
blame was thrown on the Catholic priests have encouraged the 
Chinese agitators throughout the country to undertake a cams 
paign of villification of Catholic missionaries. The native 
press within the last week or two has contained the wildest 
telegrams from distant arte of China charging Catholic mis-

Foreign Schools and the Chitiese Government. 


HE question of the relation of foreign schools to the 
Chinese government is now in the air and has been 
much discussed everywhere in missionary circles since 

the recent announcement of the government’s new policy in 
regard to education. In this number we are able to récord 
an important step taken forward, which, whether it results in 
definite results or not, yet will be sure either positively or 
negatively to be of great influence on the future of missionary 
educational work. 

| As early as last September inquiries were sent from Soochow 
-University to the Hon. W. W. Rockhill, the American Minister 
at Peking, asking him about the relationship of foreign schools 
to the Chinese government. He has investigated the matter, 
and in a private letter stated what he thought would be the 
best policy for foreign educators to take and offered them 
every assistance in his power. His plan is for the Educational 
Association officially to confer directly with the Board of 
Education of the Chinese  oheagepe and to try to reach in 
that way an agreement satisfactory to both sides. 

This matter was taken up at the February meeting of the 

Executive Committee of the Association, and it was decided 
to act in accordance with Mr. Rockhill’s suggestion. Our 
readers will therefore find in the minutes of the Executive 
“Committee, published below, a statement of their action. It will 
“De seen that it was decided to appoint a committee of gentlemen 
located in or near Peking who will be able to take the matter 
in hand and + ewe it through to immediate action. The com- 
mittee sel consisted of the Rev. Drs: Sheffield, Lowry, and

Later a special 
mmission (a e §@) was appointed to consider the question. 
This was composed of the two chancellors of the Imperial Univer- 
sity. Chang Po-hsi and Jungching, and the viceroy of the Hu-kuang 
provinces, Chang Chih-tung. The latter came to Peking, and after 
some months’ deliberation a set of regulations was drawn up, 
which on January 13th, 1904, received the sanction of the Throne. 
‘The system is modelled on that of Japan, and is very complete, 
embracing lower primary, upper primary, intermediate, and high 
‘Schools in the provinces, with a college and university at Peking. 
Full provision is also made for special schools, such as those of man- 
ual training, agriculture, engineering, law, medicine, police train- 
ing, and normal schools, and each province is expected to maintain 
one naval academy and one military school. Provincial colleges 
may also be maintained, as is now the case in some places. Provi- 
sion is made for the promotion of pupils upon examination from one 
gtade to another.

If a man seeks to injure me, and I 
resist him, pray, what is my conduct if it be not riaght?' 
Cruel rulers are just the same as enemies, and when a cruel 
ruler inflicts injury, one ought to exercise the right of 

self defense to protect himself. -  Hailu also saysi- 

‘The cruel ruler makes unjust war upon the people, and society 
then has the right.to wage a just war upon him. All methods 
which one employs toward his enemy may be used toward the 
person of the cruel ruler.'" 

The a thor proceeds to illustrate this principle by ref- 
erence to the events of the French Revolution of 1793, and 
those of 1848, and the nihilist movement in Russia. From 
the denunciation of Government he passes to an attack upon 
private property "the fruit of robbery", to the condemnation 
of marriage, of religion, of Aaw, and all restraints upon 
human conduct imposed by seekers. He shows great famil- 
jarity with the literature of anarchi sm, and quotes very 
voluminously from Babeuf, Robespierre, Danton, and many others 

of the French revolutionists, and from modern leaders of 
anarchism, many of whose names I cannot identify. Prominent 
among them appears to be that of Prince Krapotkin. : 

In part II he takes up the history of the introduction 
of anarchism into the various western countries, and recites 
with approval some of its deeds. He begins with France, and 
passes successively to Spain, Italy, Germany, Austria-Hungary, 
Belgium, Switzerland, Great Britain, and the United Stat es. 

He closes with a list of the most important assassinations

Being anxious to find out all I possibly could 
in relation to the conditions existing in and about Nan- 
Fu, Kiangesi, for sometime preceding the late massacre, 
I sent a peeneest to|the British Consul, Mr. Walter J. Clen- 
nell who for several years had been located in Kiukiang, 


' 


and received from him a ststement as follows: 


"I have been in Nanechang several times: in July 1901, 
ril 1902, in April 1905, and in October 1905. I had 
met Mr, and Mrs. Kingham and knew them as members of the 


British Missionary Comminity(in my district.) I had also 
on many occasions met the District Magistrate, Mr, Chiang 
Shao-t ‘ang, who treated me with unfailing courtesy and who 
was represented to méby©the British and other residents in 
Nanechang and elsewhere to be a friendly and efficient offi- 
ciel. I was not in Kiukiang during his incumbency of the 
post of Magistrate of Teh-hua Hsien, so that my official 
intercourse with him, strictly speaking, did not amount to 


much. I think I must have met Father Lacruche. Conse- 


quently the parties to this tragedy are all, or mostly, peo- 
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missionary community and even supported the educational and 
medical work carried on there in an unusual degree, besides 
being well disposed toward western and progressive ideas 
generally. 

As regards the special disputes between the Roman 
Catholic (Lazarist) Mission and the Chinese authorities, 
which seen, to judge from the newspapers, to have led up to 
the outbreak, I am not confident that I ever obtained 
really complete or impartial report. The Ch'ih Chiang 
affair was a fight or series of fights at a place of that 
name, some twenty miles east of Nan-chang, in the summer of 
1901, in which the adherents of the American Methodist 
Episcopal Mission were attacked by adherents of the Catholic 
Mission. I obtained an account of it from Rev. D.W.Nichols 
and from Chinese sources and reported it at the time to the 
British Legation and foreign office. ) The T'ang-p'u, or 
Hsin-Ch’ang Hsien affair occurred, or at least began, in the 
summer of 1904, with the murder of two Gatholicsa. It 
developed into a long series of disorders involving the whole 
prefecture of Jui-chou (otherwise called Shui-chou) Fu. At 

te Mr. Chiang was sent up to the disturbed districts 


to endeavor to arrange terme of settlement. I received 


reports at the time from Mr. Pewnall and other British mis- 
sionaries, (which I passed on, with comments, to our Legation.»

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A serious anti-Catholic agitation has existed in many 
parts of Kiangsi at any rate ever since 1899. What it is 
caused by, or whether it has any adequate justification, are 
questions upon which I should be sorry to express myself con= 
fidently. During the years I passed in Kiukiang I heard 
a great deal about it, but never convinced myself that either 
side admitted the whole truth. Locally and occasionally 
Protestant bodies seem to be involved in the same animosity, 
but in the main the agitation was directed against the Cath- 
olics. In several instances it appeared rather as if there 
was a nominal protestant party and a nominal catholic party 
each using the support of missionaries in the interests of 
a antdve faction; suggesting the inference that the Christian 
churches were rival clubs whose activities included many 
other things besides the propagation of religion and works 
of charity. It would seem libellous and untrue to insinu- 
ate that the missions encouraged this state of affairs. On 
the contrary they all endeavored to contend against it, but 
that was the impression made on my mind. No doubt the 
sort of conditions that I mean exist in Hupeh and other 
Provinces &s8 well as in Kiangsi, and constitutes a serious 


and difficult problem. 


With regard to the attitude of the officials, I had 
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several reasons for considering it less friendly towards 


foreigners’ enterprises in the latter half of 1905 than it

But here again I. can only state a 


lessening of cordiality, and it may be that the reason of 
the opposition that was met with, lay more in the nature of 
the ques tions at issue than any real change in the attitude 
of the Chinese. But I gathered, when I was.at Nan-chang 
in October, that others were impressed with the same feeling. 
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In particular I heard that gentry who had formerly given 
support to the miss ion hospitals, etc., were less willing to 
do 80. I noticed on the walls posters recommending the 
boycott of American goods. I cannot say that there was 


any uneasiness, but there seemed to be a suspicion, or a sup-

Jao-éhou 
and Ching-te®chen, I found Catholic and Protestant mission-~- 
aries living on terms of evident mutual friendliness and res- 
pect, but elsewhere they seemed to live in worlds apart with 
little or no intercourse. 

But all this is too general to serve for an explanation 
of the recent ennhote in Nanechang, and I have to confess 
that the event took me by surprise. Feeling must have 
changed seriously for the worse since last October if the 
people there were really inimical to foreigners. Of course 
if the populace and their leaders were actuated by a genuine

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excited, were incited to further efforts by secret seciety men 
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‘who told them that it was especially the Roman Catholics 


who were at the bottom of the trouble. In consequence of 
this belief the mob went to Changpoo a few miles away, and 

‘ attacked the English Church Mission but left after they were 
told it was a protestant affair. Later on, however, they 
came and gutted seven buildings, carrying off even the door 
and window frames and burhang the Hospital and the Physician's 
residence, After several hours of destruction twenty 

: soldiers from the Magistrate's yamen appeared on the scene 
and fired upon the mob, killing seven and taking thirteen 
more to the yamen deers they were summarily decapitated. 
The Changpoo Magistrate telegraphed to Colonel Pang ( 8} A ) 
at Tung Shan ( 4% #) +++) for aid and the Sub-Prefect at 
Yun-Hsiao ( = is ) begging that troops be sent at once, 
no matter how small the number.

##****T trust you will pardon me for embracing this 
opportunity to address you at some length in connection 
with affairs in Shanghai. 

*##**#*®Yoy have undoubtedly received from Mr. Rodgers 


my report in regard to the Mixed Court. I do firmly be- 
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lieve that the conditions in Shanghai are in a critical 
shape. The foreigners resident in Shanghai do not seem 
te: vaenine the gravity of the situation. The Shanghai 
Municipal Council is "playing with fire" and unless a halt 
is called that body will be the means of precipitating 
troubles far more serious in nature than the recent Mixed 
Court Riot. The Council is bent upon making Shanghai a 
close corporation, “a Republic", as I have heard it ex- 
pressed, with the Municipal Council possessing full legis- 
lative, judicial and administrative functions. That body 
is set upon cutting itself free from the controlling au- 
thority of the Consular Body. Its proposed Chinese Con- 
sultative Committee is distinctly along that line. It 
would deal with the Chinese authorities directly and with- 
out the interposition of the Consular or Diplomatic Bodies. 
It did not consult with the Consular Body before submitting 
to the rate-payers the proposed Consultative Committee scheme; 
it also went ahead and put before the voters a scheme to 
ent the Indian police force - without first consulting 


Powers. As all observant foreigners in Shang- 
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hai know, there is nothing in the Government of the Foreign 
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Settlement which the Chinese resent so forcibly as the 
Sikh police. I have seen innumerable instances of un- 


warranted cruelty on the part of these non-Chinese speaking 


police when dealing with the Chinese. I have seen sights 
in the Court along the line of the harsh treatment dealt 
out to unoffending Chinese by these Indian police which I 
could not stand to witness, and for which I was simply 
obliged to reprimand the offender. Yet it does seem to 
me that the Council is presuming a great deal to assume the 
right to settle these matt ers of its own accord. The 
present system of voting is indeed pernicious. Proxies 
are allowed - and the forces which would control things, 
naturally secure these proxies and vote them. Moreover, 
the majority of foreign residents in Shanghai care naught 
for treaty stipulations: all they concern themselves with 
is their own immediate comfort. If following the dic- 
tates of the Chairman and Secretary of the Council will 
afford them the path of least resistance and guarantee a 
certain social position, well and good = the policy pro- 
mulgated by these gentlemen is their policy. It seems 
to me that by allowing these bodies to enact whatever legis- 
lation they see fit in regard to the Settlements, it is 
nothing short of inviting trouble, and trouble of a serious 
nature. 


I have never been in a community where stronger anti- 


Chinese sentiments prevail than in Shanghai. The watch- 


of the ordinary foreigner seems to be "Hit a Chinaman 
over the head if he does not get out of your way." The 
Community seems to be callous to the rights of the Chinese 
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It is quite willing to accept the taxes 
paid by hundreds of thousands of Chinese, but would have 
these Chinese submit to everything which it would enforce 


in the Settlement, 


upon them. Now that the Council finds that the Chinese 
are beginning to assert themselves it would deal directly 
with the Chinese through a so-called Consultative Committee. 
Instead of simplifying matters this is only inviting trouble. 
As the Foreign Consuls have had difficulty in keeping the 
Council in its proper place, so also will the Chinese au- 
thorities have difficulty in keeping this Consultative Com- 
mittee in its proper place. Then again, suppose the Coun- 


cil gets into trouble with the Consultative Committee - who 
is responsible? Certainly not the Council; it is respon- 
sible to no one, being a purely irresponsible body. Hence 
the Consular Body and the Diplomatic Corps will be the re- 
sponsible parties. So long as these are the responsible 
bodies, it seems to me” that any legistation in regard to 
these matters ought to remain with these bodies and not with 
‘the irresponsible Council backed = the equally irresponsible 
rate-payers, or rather, rate-payers' votes and proxies. 

My experience in the Mixed Court during the past year 
and a half has brought me into close contact with the aims 
and designs of the Council. Members of the Council, as 
well as members of the British Consular Staff, have told me 
repeatedly that the Council will brook no interference in 
having ite policy carried out. The Council's aim has been 
to make conditions in the Mixed Court such as to make it 


impossible for a Chinese Magistrate. ] 
I have been informed | ‘upon good eiihiniie tin that dnt 
Coune 11 had decided that i, as American Assessor, must be 
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forced to resign. And why? Simply because I have re- 
‘fused to allow the Council to dictate to me. I have ab- 
solutely refused to be intimidated by ite threats. It 
has, through ite Secretary, enlisted the support of the 
British journals, the North China Daily News and the Shang- 
hai Mercury, and every act of mine in the Court which could 
be distorted to serve its purpose has been distorted and 
misrepresented to the public in the grossest manner. If 
necessary I could produce proof of a number of such instances. 
Acts which it could not distort and which only could be ine 
terpreted in a most commendatory way were never mentioned. 
The papers would state that a few cases of minor importance 
were up for consideration before the Magistrate and the 
American Assessor when, as a matter of fact, many cases had 
been heard, probably eighty or a hundred cases at the session 
in question and among these a goodly number of very importe- 
ant ones. The reporters do not even appear in court. The 
reports of the cases are made up by the Council's police 
under the Council's instructions. | 

: Another method which the Counchl sees fit to stoop to 
is that of social blackmail. It has done everything pos- 
sible to astracise me socially. Besides putting detectives 


on my trail and ma king the grossest misrepresentations with 


regard to my private life, it has gone so far as to force 


Mr. Rodgers to withdraw his proposal of my name for member- 
ship in the Shanghai Club on the threat of black-ball. 

a” am proud to be able to say that my acts intthe Court 
are absolutely beyond suspicion. I have done nothing in 
the Court but that I should do again were I to have it to 
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I gladly welcome an investigation into my 

conduct ‘. regard to the Court: it is a record of which I 
am proud. Certain Chinese told me that they were approach- 
ed by the Council's detectives who were bent upon trying to 
get evidence to make it appear that I have accepted bribes. 
This is indeed amusing, for in: spite of the fact that I re- 
ceive no extra allowance for doing the Mixed Court work, as 
does the British Assessor, I have not only not received as 
much as one cent for anything done in the Court, but I am 
out a considerable amount in carriage hire for use in going 
to the Court and in transacting business connected with the 
Court. 

ce ae one and only aim in the Court has been to do 
right. If I erred in my conception of right, then it is 
not for the Council to criticize or to take action; but it 
is for my Consul General and my Minister to correct me, and 
I have absdlutely refused to allow any other interference. 

You will not on page 81 in the Municipal Council's 
Report for 1905, a copy of whieh ir. Rodgers has furnished 
you, the statement: "It became necessary to issue instruc- 
tions that female cases should be presented to the Court 


only on onye when the British and German Assessors are sit- 
t ing.” 


In one of your letters to Mr. Rodgers I believe you said 


that you were gratified to learn that he (Mr. Rodgers) had 

not allowed his Assessor to send any women to the Municipal 
As a matter of fact it is hardly correct to use the 

mpression "not allowed", for I have been left to act entire- 


ly 7 accordance with my own discretion in matters oiytaiaine 
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to the Court. _ Mr. Rodgers bestowed this confidence on me. 


But so far as that statement made by the Council is concerned 
I am inclined to believe that the Council entire exceeded 

its authority in presuming to issue such instructions. If 
the Council be allowed to dunt inue issuing such instructions 


then its right to control the Court is admitted. 


One of the lamentable features of the situation in 
Shanghai is the fact that there is only one American repres- 
entative on the Council. This patticular person is not 
American so far as representing American interests; he seems 
to be entirely under the hand and control of the Secretary 
and Chairman. Considering the fact that it was only some 
few years ago when the so-called American concession, or 

more correctly speaking, "settlement" , comprised @ much 

larger district than did the so-called English settlement, 
(the settlement ‘boundaries were extended to embrace the prese 
ent areas only after the amalgamation of the two into an 
International Settlement) and also considering the fact that 
American interests have done much indeed toward making Shang= 
hai what it is, the commercial metropolis of the Orient, we 
Americans should have a voice in the affairs of this Settle- 
ment, At present the American who would dare open his 
mouth to utter sentiments out of keeping with the pronounced 
policy of the British Council and its proteges places himself 
in a position to receive the abuse of the entire British 


Community, or that part of the British Community which con- 
trols all the rest. In view of the fact that our interests 
in affairs connected with China are rapidly increasing; in 
view of the fact that the American pobulation in Shanghai 


ranks next after the Britieh and Japanese in point of numbers; 


in view of the fact that a great bulk of the so-called British 
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ness is primarily American, consisting in the handling 
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goods carried in British bottoms; in consideration of the 
fact that the tone of the British press in Shanghai is pro- 
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anti-American and Americans cannot get such a thing

as @ square deal as matters are at present conducted; - in 
view of these facts I believe it behooves America to demand 
a fair representation in the government of the Shanghai Sete 
tlement. There is nothing International about the present 
system of Government: The Council and practically all its 
vast body of employees is British and the Council is determind 
to run things to suit itself absolutely in disregard of all 
Treaties ont all rights of Treaty Powers” Unless something 
is done and done with some degree of effectiveness and des- 
‘patch Shanghai will see troubles which may lead to very 
serious Int ernational complications.

Your Excellency: 

With reference to our recent conversation re- 
garding the disturbances caused, as Your Excellency said, 
by a society eaewn as the "Ta Tao Hui”, in Ts'ao Hsien, 
Shan Haien, Chueyish, and Ting-t'ao, and the reported 
drilling of “Boxers" in that neighborhood, I have the honor 
to state that my Board wired at the t ime to the Governor 
of Shantung, directing that a thorough and secret investi- 
gation be made immediately and that the guilty parties be 
severely punished. 

In reply to this telegram the Governor of Shantung 
has now reported as follows: 

"On the 14th day of the last Moon (March 8th) the 
Chefoo Customs Taot'ai received a communication from the 
American Consul General to the effect that the missionaries 
in Chining had reported some troubles in Yuet'ai and Shan 
Hsien, and they feared that it would. be dangerous for for- 
eigners to travel. So telegrams were sent immediately 
to Hu Taot'ai and the military and civil authorities at 
Yenchou Fu and Ts'ao-chou Fu, directing that thorough and 
secret investigations be made and guilty parties arrested. 
Subsequently telegraphic replies were received saying that 
at Ting-t'ao and Ho-tse there had been two cases of robbery; 
that at Shan Hsien there had been no trouble; that extra 
measures for protection had already been taken, and that 


on no account would any remissness be shown. 
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It appears, then, that although the yebers are not 
yet entirely cleaned out of Yenchou Fu and Ts'ao-chou Fu 

din the Province of Shantung, still the missionaries and the 
natives are at peace with each other. An efficient police 
administration is even now being established, and officials 
have been quietly sent to divide the territory into sections 
(for policing purposes). Secret protection is being given 
the missions and to travelers and others, and as yet there 
has not been the slightest sign of trouble. 

With reference to the "Ta Tao Hui" and the "Boxers", 
these are names that were used prior to 1900, and the so- 
cieties were put down long ago. The villages in the Dis- 
trict of Ts'ao Chou, however, fearing robbers, adopted 
measures to protect themselves. To the old tithing system 
(Pao chia, which is also a system whereby the maintenance 
of peace is guaranteed, one family guaranteeing another, ten 
families making one chia, ten chia one pao, etc.) was added 
a police or constabulary administration, unt everyone was 
armed with guns and swords for purposes of protection. Of- 
ficials have been sent secretly to patrol the country from 
time to time, and there are certainly no organized societies 
of bandits. Will you please communicate this to the Ameri- 
can Minister and ask him to inform the missionaries concern- 
ed that there is no cause for apprehension of fear?" 

As in duty bound, I transmit this reply of the Governor 
of Shantung for Your Excellency's information, and at the 
same time I take the opportunity to wish you the compliments 


of the season.

In many partes of south-eastern China a very primitive 
eecial organization prevails, The feeling of clanship is 
very strong, and the claims of the clan take precedence of 
all others. §§ Feuds are very common and persistent, and a 
number of the disorders reported from that region nies to be 
eredited to this condition of affairs. Cases were reporte 
ed from near Swatow, Kuangtung, from various villages of 
Fukien, and from Ninghai and Tien-t'ai in Chekiang. 

Many of the disorders of 1905 were caused by the impo- 
sition of new taxes, levied to meet the indemnity payments 
and the reform schemes of the Government, such as the new 
school system and the army reorganization. As is well 
known to you, the taxes of China are not levied according to 
any system whatever. Even the land tax, which at the set- 
tlement of the present dynasty it was agreed.should never 
be increased, is not levied at a uniform rate throughout the 


Empire. As for other taxes, each province is allowed to 


devise its own methods of securing revenue, subject, of 


course, to the approval of the Imperial Government, which

The 
mobs burned the tax offices. : A few days later there was 
an anti-tax riot at Chinkiang, in Kiangsu. From January 
10th to February 27th a ari be of riots occurred in four 
districts of Hupeh over the attempt of the Viceroy Chang 
Chih=-tung to compel the occupants of certain military lands 
to pay for the land and convert their military into ordinary 
tenure. _Quite a number eof people were killed in these 
riots, but two of the leaders were finally captured and de- 
capitated and their property confiscated; this brought the 
mob to terms, and the question was finally settled by the 
payment for the land at the rate of 26,400 cash (say Tls.25) 
for every tael of tax collected annually. Trouble over 
the same question broke out subsequently in the neighboring

I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of 
Your Excellency's despatch of the 17th inetezt referring 
to Article vII of the recent Regulations providing for 


the establishment of Provincial Bureaus of Mining Inspec 
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tion. Your Excellency pointed out that there was a con- 
flict between the provisions of this Article and those of 
the Commercial Treaty between the United States and China; 
that you had already called my attention in a previous 
despatch, and received a reply in which was quoted the 
argument put forward by the Board of Commerce on the sub- 
ject; which was to the effect that your interpretation of 
the matter was wrong; that you had after this communicated 
with me again expressing dissatisfaction with the argument 
of the Board of Gommerce, and asking that the Article be 
mended so that there could be no doubt as to its meaning, 
but to this last you had received no reply up to that time. 
Your Excellency then informed me that you had received in- 


structions from your Government directing you to inform me 


that the American Government could not consider the state-

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ment of the Board of Commerce as sufficient to prevent mis- 
understanding and friction, since the proper interpretation 
of Article VII was hidden away in the correspondence be- 
tween the Board of Commerce and the Wai-wu Pu, where it 
would be inaccessible to most of the officials of the Empire 
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at + be necessary either to make a public announce- 
deat to the officials and people generally that Article 
VII of the new Regulations does not forbid the sale of 
mineral land to foreigners, or, better still, that the 
Article be amended so that there might be no misunderstand- 
ing of its meaning, and all might know that it does not ap- 
ply to the sale cof mineral lands to foreigners. It became 
Your Excellency's duty in the matter to request that such 
action be taken without delay as would remove all appearance 
of conflict between the provisions of the article in question 
and those of the Treaty of 1903. 

In reply to this communication I have to state that 
Regulations providing for the establishment of Provincial 
Bureaus of Inspection were drawn up by the Board of Commerce 
because the General Mining Regulations were still unpublished 
‘and that these regulations were for temporary and experiment- 
al use only. Now, however, His Excellency Chang Chih-tung, 
the Viceroy of HusKuang, has completed the compilation of the 
General Mining Regulations, and has sent them to my Board; 
and as soon as we have carefully gone over them with the 
Ministers of the Board of Commerce, we will memorialize the 
Throne, and, if approved, then all mining affairs of any 
kind will be dealt with according to the new Regulations. 

It becomes my duty however, having received Your Excel- 
lency's despateh quoted above,,; to send this reply for your 
information, and I trust that pom will transmit the contents

I have the honor to transmit to you herewith 
the report addressed to me by Mr. F.D.Cheshire embodying 
the results of the examination he had made of the Student 


| interpreters attached to a number of our Consulates in 


China. 

This examination was made under instructions from 
this Legation which you had authorized to direct Mr. 
Gheshire to make in your cabled instruction of February 
2iat in reply to my cablegram of February 19th last. 

Mr. Cheshire's report is on the whole encouraging. 
The “student interpreters” are able to discharge in a 
fairly satisfactory way most of the Chinese work entrusted 
to them, although much study is still needed by them be- 
fore they can be held to be thoroughly efficient interpre- 
ters. It is evident that, in the case of several of 
the “students", if their time since they have left Peking 
and have been assigned to Consulates had not been taken 
up in the performance of purely clerical work in no wise 
connected with Chinese, they would at the present time be 
much mere proficient than they are. The original object 


for which these positions were created has been lost sight 
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of through the fact that the Consulates have been short- 
handed, and therefore obliged to employ the “students” 


in performing duties not properly devolving upon them. : 
This is mich to be regretted if we expect to have at an 
early date a body of thoroughly competent American in- : 
: torpreters. | | 
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Another point which Mr. Cheshire's report makes 
quite clear is the inadequacy of the salary allowed these 
"student interpreters”... It seems to me quite impossi- : 
ble to expect that they will remain +n, the service of 
the Government if something is not promptly done'to re- 


lieve them of the constant anxiety and preoccupation in 
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most indispensable expenses of living. Mr. Cheshire 


cites offers of large salaries which have been made two 
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of the “students” by commergial houses in China, the re- 
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 fusal of which speaks well for the high moral characters 
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of Mr. Hull and Mr. Pontius and of their devotion to the

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Such conditions are not creditable to us; they are 


the subject of comment in every port where we have a 
"student interpreter” and where the cramped position of 
these young men is most unfavorably compared with that of 
British, French, German, Belgian and Russian officiala of 
similar rank in the Consular Services of their countries 
in China, 

Mr. Cheshire mak 68 several recommendations looking 
to the betterment of the “student interpreter" service, 
In my despatch No. 50 of July 14, 1905, I submitted a 
number of suggestions looking to the same end. Our 
views do not, I am pleased to see, conflict. They hardly 
could when the defects of the present provisions of the 
appropriation bill governing the so-called “student inter- 
preters" are so evident and could be so easily remedied, 
it would seem, by Congressional action. 

I heartily concur in Mr. Cheshire's suggestion that 
there should be at least twenty interpreters and that 
Hongkong should be supplied with interpreters from this 
corps. However, unless fair promotion and adequate sal- 
aries can be offered them, I doubt whether the right kind 
of men can be secured, or, if decured, retained in the 
service; and before recommending tite seharnenset of the 
service I respectfully submit that its evident imperfections 
be remedied.

In compliance with the instructions contained 
in your despatch Con.No.580, of February 2lst, 1906, to 
examine the stadent interpreters now attached to the 
various consulates in China, with a view to ascertaining 
their general proficiency in Chinese and their efficiency 
in consular work, I have the honor to submit the result 
of my examination. 

The students examined are Julean H. Arnold and C.L.L. 
Williams, both attached to the Shanghai Consulate General 
Frederick D. Cloud, of Hangchow, who came to Shanghai for 
the purpose; Willard D. Hull, of Hankow, and A.W.Pontius | 
of Tientsin, which latter ports I visited for the purpose; q 
also Mr. P.S,Heintzleman of Canton, my report of the latter ; 
gentleman being based on my personal knowledge of his work 
at Canton and accompanied by some translation work I sent 
him to do. 

The report on each gentleman is presented under his 
name, giving the result of the examination made as to their 
proficiency in Chinese - oral and written - as well as a 
summary of the general office work they have performed, 
their general reputation and conduct outside of office, the 
efforts they have made to better qualify themselves for 
consular duties, and the question of compensation. 

I beg to submit a few suggestions on points which, to 
my mind, have an important bearing on the subject and, I 
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hope, may be worthy of your favorable consideration in 
presenting the matter to the Department of State. 

Now that our Government has adopted a system of ed- 
ucating young Americans for our consular service in China, 
it seems to me that reasonable inducements should be of- 
fered in the way of ehcouragement and as an incentive to 
good work. This must be done if our Government wai ts 
to make our service in China the equal of say, the British, 
and the other principal governments represented out here. 
the main question is compensation. . 

Tet us consider for a moment; what has the student 
interpreter to look forward to? It is true that he has 
agreed to serve the Government for a period of ten years, 
but what are the prospects of his being anything more than 
a student interpreter? (so far as pay is concerned) at the 
expiration of his agreement with the Government, - under 
the present avatent I am of the opinion that the Govern- 


ment should make more liberal provision in the way of salary 


for these officers. After his final examination at Pe- 
kimg the student is attached to either the Legation or a 
Consulate, as the case may be, but at the same rate of pay, 
no increase having been provided for. My idea is, on be- 
ing attached to either the Legation or a Consulate (after 
passing his final examination at Peking) the student should 
receive a salary of at least $1500 per annum: this would en- 
able him to live as a gentleman and as an officer should 
live. But any further increase in salary should depend 
entirely on whether the student exhibited any ambition to 
make himself a competent officer. No further increase in 
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salary should be allowed until the student passed suc- 
cessfully further examinations in Chinese and as to the 
duties of a Consular officer. This should be made a 
sine qua non to promotion which carried with it an in- 


crease of pay. Reward for good work is a most import- 


ant feature in any emplayment and it can hardly be ex- 
pected that our student interpreters can be retained in 


the Government service uniess inducements of a similar 
nature are offered. | 
ee I suggest that circular instrutétions be issued by the : 
Department of State for the information of the students, 
to the effect that proficiency in Chinese - translating 
and interpreting - would be regarded by the Department as 
an indispensible condition for promotion: this would no 


doubt have a stimulating effect and be an incentive to 
good work. Further, that the service would be weeded 
out of all incompetents. The students must also be made 
to understand that they must prove themselves efficient in 
general office work. 

It is the greatest mistake a stident can make to give 
up the etudy of Chinese after he has passed his final ex- 
amination at Peking and has been transferred to a Consulate. 
He must continue to study and work at Chinese in order to 
become proficient in official Chinese work. 

Our students receive only $1000 a year. The condi- 
tions regarding living expenses are about the same in all 
the treaty ports. Unless the student is fortunate enough 
to join a mess it would be practically impossible for him 
to live under $150 Mexican per month, equal to about $75.00 


gold. His salary is $83.00 gold per month. If he were 
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obliged to live at a hotel his entire salary would be re- 
quired to pay for ordinary board and Lodging ; this would 
leave nothing for incidental expenses. With the exception 
of Mr. Cloud and Mr, Heintzleman, (the former has received 
the full Consul's salary most of the time as Vice Consul 

in charge at Hangchow, and the latter the full Consul Gen- 
eral's salary while the writer was in charge at Canton), our 
students have just barely scraped along on their salaries. 
As students at Peking they had quarters allowed them, and 
by messing together they were enabled to live on the salary 
allowed by law, but on being assigned to a consulate they 
found conditions in se far as living expenses are concerned 
quite different. 

I am in favor of a graduated scale of pay for the 
student, but, as I have stated above, promotion from a 
lower to a higher grade should mukkkim depend on the ability 
displayed and the progress made in Chinese. 

Most of our students at the various Consulates hold 
the appointment of Vice Consular officers <- an honorary po- 
sition as far as pay is concerned. The selection of these 
students for appointment to the second consular position in 
a consulate is far better than permitting the principal con- 
sular officer to nominate some friend for the place with 
whom he Makes an arrangement for salary, when on leave, fav- 
orable to himself. Very often the Vice Consular officer 
only gets the pay of Marshal. It has often happened, I am 
sotry to say, in China, that the standard of fitness and 


ability has not been considered when making nominations for 


these offices. As a ge it Leman of many years experience 
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in the Far Bast once said “these appointments ape made in 
a haphazard way, very often of untrustworthy driftwood, men 
of no moral standard, sots and loose-livers." I have known 
Vice Consular officers in the Far East who have used their 
positions for simple graft only; men who did not care whether 
their officials acts were illegal or not. In such cases, 
however, the princépal consular officer, as a rule has been 
no better than the vice officer, + his nominee. Is it not 
better for the interests of our consular service in China 

to appoint men who have studied Chinese for two years and 
know something about the people and country, to the positions 
of Vice Consular officers, than men who are absolutely ig- 
norant of China and who, in most cases, get their appoint- 
ments because the principal consular officers can make satis- 
factory arrangements with them about salary when on leave? 

I believe that none others than student interpreters should 
receive such appointments, but only after they have passed 
satisfactory examinations as to their ability to perform 
general consular work. 

The project I have in mind for the improvement of our 
consular service in China, in so far as it relates to the 
student interpreters may be briefly given as follows: 

lst. After passing his final examination at Peking, on 
being assigned to duty at a Consulate general or Consulate, 
the student should receive a salary of $1,500 gold a year. 
This will enable him to live as a gentleman and officer 
should live. 

2nd. Circular instructions should be issued by the De- 
partment of State to the ¢ffect that the students will be re- 
quired to pass certain exeminatione in Chinese and general 
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consular work and that their promotions will depend on the 
result of these examinations. Students of the same year 
should be subject to the same examination in Chinese, and 
graded for promotion, The student after passing his exami- 
nation and being appointed to the position of Vice Consular 
officer, should be placed in the line of promotion, being 
advanced from$1500 to $2500, each promotion carrying with 

it an increase of $500 per year. Adequate salaries must 

be paid in order to keep the standard of service high. 

Srd. All Vice Consular officers should in future be 
selected from the corps of student interpreters. 

4th. The service to be weeded out of all incompe- 
tents. 

Sth. I am of the opinion that we should have at least 
twenty Student Interpreters. Allowance must be made for 
those who may from time to time be on furlough. We have 
13 consular establishments in China today. Although Hong- 
kong is a British colony, still I believe the Vice Consular 
officer there should know Chinese as there is a great deal 
of whrk which requires a knowl edge of Chinese and the student 
who is appointed there should be required to work at Canton- 
ese. Besides, it would be a great assistance at times to 
have an American in the Consulate General at Hongkong with 
a knowledge of the Chinese language. 

Sone of the students would be required to do duty in the 
Legation as Clerks or assistants. I do not think twenty 
students too many. 


My examination of the students has been impartial and 


without bias. They did not know beforehand the subj ects 


they were to be examined in? and the conclusions I have ar- 


rived at are based on actual work done by them. On the 
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ole I am of the opinion that our student interpreters 


compare favorably with those of other cougtries so far as a 


owledge of Chinese is concerned.

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JULEAN i ARNOLD. Since coming from Peking to Shang- 
hai Mr, arneie has held and performed every position in 


the Consulate General except that of Consul General. On 
the 23rd of July 1904 he took the oath as Deputy Consul 
General and Deputy Postal Agent. From July 23rd 1904 to 
March 1st 1905 he was in charge of (1) Shipping Office, (2) 


General Office, (3) Post Office. | During this period he 
also had a few weeks experience as Marshal, and Clerk of 


the Consular Court. From January ist 1905 to August lst 
1905 he was in charge of the Land Registration Office and 
on Januny lst 1905 he also took over the position of Ameri- 
can Assessor of the International Mixed Court, which posi- 
tion he still holds. From June ist. 1905, to March list, 
1906, he was also in charge of the Chinese office, Dr. Bar- 
chet being home on leave. 

It will be seen from the above that Mr. Arnold has had 
experience in the various duties connected with the Shang- 
hai Consulate General. 

I find on examining Mr. Arnold in Chinese that he has 


not wasted his time in so far as trying to improve his knowl- 


edge of Chinese and chinese official work. Since January 
ist, 1905, he has been connected with the Mixed Court, and 
this work aléne has afforded him opportunity of constantly 


doing Chinese work. Mr. Arnold has also, during a good 


‘portion of the time he has been in Shanghai, devoted an hour 


a day to the special study of Chinese. As the labors in 


the Consulate and particularly in the Mixed Court, have in- 


creased to such an extent, Mr. Arnold some time ago gave up 


employing a Chinese teacher, finding that he had very Little “ 


time to study Chinese as one in his position. should. 
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Mr. Arnold speake Chinese fairly well, but like most 


students who have studied Pekingese, he finds outside of his 
official work va little opportunity to practice. Mr. 
Arnold made some translations from English into Chinese which 
I append to this report. These will enable the Legation 

to form an idea as to Mr, Arnolds ability as a translator. 

I may here mention that I have examined a good deal of the 
correspondence between Mr, Arnold and the Mixed Court Magis- 
trate concerning cases before the Court, which has been con- 
wasted entirely by Mr. Arnold, and I find that it has been 
done in an intelligent manner. 

Mr. Arnold is a gmwaduate of the College of Commerce of 
the University of California. He tells me that his work 
in the Mixed Court requires his constant reference to ques- 
tions of law, = foreign and Chinese. This I know to be the 
case from a four years' experience I had in the Mixed Court 
some years ago. 

Mr. Arnold complains bitterly of his present salary be- 
ing inadequate to meet his ordihary living expenses. He 
was obliged sometime ago to leave his hotel on ac@ unt of 
an inceeased rate being aeked, and has recently been living 
with a friend, and just barely lives on his salary. I may 
here state that Mr. Arnold's salary, allowed by law, is very 
small as compared with the salary and allowances which the 
British Assessor receives from his Government. The Brit- 
ish Assessor receives about $4,000 gold a year, of which | 
$1000 is extra pay for doing Mixed Court work. The German 
Assessor receives, including his salary as Consular Assistant 
$3,700 a year. It will thus be seen that Mr. Arnold's pay 
is rediculously small for doing the same work as the British 
and German Assessors. Another fact that must not be lost 


sight of is that the British and German Assessors are furn- 
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quarters free. 
Mr. Arnold is an ambitious young man and there is every 


reason to believe that he has in him the making of a good 


consular officer. 
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C.L.L.WILLIAMS. This gentleman was assigned to the 


' Consulate General at Shanghai in July last year while Mr.

Arnold was in Japan on leave, and was placed in charge of 
the land office and also had Chinese work to perform, His 
work — been entirely in the Chinese office but he has also 
had some registration work to do = such as recording mort- 
gages, etc. | 

Mr. Williams has had practically no interpreting to do, 


although he has done considerable translating work. In 


speaking, Mr. Williams has a good pronunciation, but he has 


very little practice. I am sorry to report that Mr. Will- 
iams has not devoted any time outside office hours to the 


study of Chinese, which to my mind is a great mistake. I 


have advised him to employ a teacher and give a portion of 
each day to improving his knowledge of the language. As 
Pekingese is not spoken in Shanghai the only practice a stu- 
dent can have, apart from talking with the officials and per- 
habs the Chinese writer, would be to employ a Pekingese teach- 
er and devote a portion of each day to conversing with him. 

A student must keep up his studies or he will soon find that 
he will become deficient in speaking and lose a great deal 

of what he has already learned. 

Considering, however, that Mr. Williams has not kept up 
his studies in Chinese since leaving Peking, it is remarkable 
how well he read the colloquial lessons I gave him - lessons 
he had never read before, I enclose some translations made 
by Mr. Williams, which are very well doge. This work was 
done without the aid of a teacher. 

Mr. Williams has no general knowledge of Consular work 


outside of the Chinese department. He has not studied law. 
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I may here mention that the bulk of the translating work 
has been done by Mr. Williams, and it has been very well 
done. 

Mr. Williams complains/ like the other students, of 
inadequate pay; he finds that he can just scrape along on 


his present salary. He is living in a mess with some 


Americans, in the country, but if he were obliged to live 
in a hotel it would cost him all of his salary for mere 
board and lodging. 
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P.S.HEINTZLEMAN. Mr. Heintzleman was attached to the 
Canton Consulate General at the instance of the writer, in 
October 1904, Like the shher students he had no experi- 
ence of consular work and had to apply himself assiduously 

to learning the many new duties imposed upon nim, The 
records of the Canton Consulate General at the time were 

in a state of disorder, and besides this there were many 
cases bequeathed the writer by his predecessor, which were 
unsettled and which required attention. Mr. Heintzleman 
labored very hard in the general work of the office, and 

had not time to even learn Chinese work; besides the Chin- 
ese work was very heavy and was done by the Chinese inter- 
preter under the supervision of the writer. In spite of 
the multifarious duties which he had to perform, he did de- 
vote an hour a day to trying to improve his knowledge of 

the Chinese language, and he continued to do so as long as 
the writer remained in charge of the Consulate General. Mr. 
Heintzleman practically runs the general office, writes 

most, if not all, of the miscellaneous letters, does some 

of the correspondence with the Chinese officials, i.e. writes 
the drafts in English, - answers many inquiries from Ameri- 
cans both merchant and missionary, keeps the accounts of the 
Consulate General, - in a word, has charge of the entire 
working of the office. Under the circumstances it will 
readily be seen that there is not much time to give to ace 
tual Ghinese work. A very serious handicap at Canton lies 
in the fact that there is very little time or opportunity to 
give to Chinese work, or to practice speaking Pekinanes. ex~- 
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cept when on or receiving a visit from the local Chinese 
officials, and then they invariably have several English- 
speaking deputies as interpreters accompanying them. Al- 
though I have never examined Mr. Heintzleman in Chinese my 
firm conviction is that he only requires actual working ex- 
perience in the Chinese department and he will, no doubt, be 
found “not wanting". I sent Mr. Heintzleman some papers 
to translate, which I append to this report. Mr. Heintzle- 
man informs me that he made these translations with the aid 
of his Chinese teacher, who does not speak English, and that 
only four or five corrections were made by the Chinese in- 
terpreter of the Consulate General. Considering that Mr. 
Heintzleman has been kept busy all the time with the work 
of the office I think he is to be commended on the way in 
which he has made the translations of the papers given him. 
Mr. Heintzleman is a young man of exceedingly good habits 
is much respected in the Canton comminity, is ambitious, in- 
dustrious, and conducts the office of Vice Consul General 
with credit to the Government and to himself. He takes 
great interest in Consular work. He has not studied law. 
When Mr? Heintzleman arrived at Canton he was wmpelled 
to live at a Hotel, paying $150 per month out of his salary 
of $160 Mexican - the equivalent of his salary in gold. Were 
it not that he was fortunate to receive the full salary of 
the Consul General during the incumbency of the writer, he 
would have found it quite impossible to live on his salary as 
student - Eater he was fortunate enough to secure board and 
lodging with a gentleman in the Chinese Imperial Customs Serv=_ | 
ice, and thus managed to just live within his pay, with no 


margin whatever to meet his other current expenses. 
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FREDERICK D. CLOUD. After passing his final examination 
at Peking, Mr. Cleud was assigned to the Hangchow Consulate 


as Interpreter, and afterwards received the appointment of 
Vice Consul. 

‘ He informs me that he has made it a point to do some 
work in Chinese, other than that of the office, every day 
when the regular work would permit of it. During the last 
year, i.e., the winterof 1904-05, he devoted practically all 
his spare time to study and reading of Chinese books. He 
has read and made translations of portions of the Topogra- 
phies of Hangchow, of Soochow, and also of a hand book of 
the West Lake of Hangchow, of the History of the Yuen Dynasty 
etc., He informs me that portions of these translations have 
been incorporated into a volume which he has written on Hang- 
chow, which is in the hands of the publishers at the pres- 
ent time. Of late, however, he says he has not been able 
to devote much time to the study of Chinese owing to the regs 
ular duties of the office, - having to perform both the 
duties of Consul and of interpreter. The Correspondence be- 
tween the Hangchow Consulate and the Chinese officials has 
been rather voluminous. Last year, when negotiations were 
in progress for a railway concession en behalf of an Ameri- 
can company, this correspondence was rather leavy. There 
have been many matters also to adjust between the missionaries 
and the Chinese, which have been done by correspondence for 
the most part. The despatches rekating to the Huchow Land 
Case alone make a good sized volume. All the work of trans- 
lation and of drafting these despatches has been done by Mr. 
Cloud with the aid of a non-English speaking Chinese writer. 
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As to the nature of the Consular work at Hangchow, 
Mr. Cloud tells me that it consists chiefly of adjusting 
difficulties between Chinese and missionaries. Besides 


this, there are now and then duties to perform in connec- 


tion with matters of trade, as well as the social and official 


intercourse with the provincial authorities. During the 
one and one-half vente of the Consulate'’s existence the 
duties in connection with the Kennedy incident (the Dowieite 
who was all but eurtered in April 1905)and those in connec- 


tion with the Huchow Land Case have been perhaps the most 
important. A short time ago the provincial authorities 
purchased some American machine guns and a motor boat from 
American firms upon the recommendation of the Hangchow Cone 
sulate. There are no duties in eames tion with shipping 
of any kind for the reason that there is no shipping from 
Hangchow. 

The Consul at ‘angchow has little to do, and in no case 
is there enough work to warrant the Government keeping both 
a Consul and interpreter at Hangchow. To do so is both waste 
of energy and of money. A Chinese speaking Conaul is more 
than sufficient to carry on the work of the Consulate. 

Mr. Cloud tells me that he could not live on his pay 
as student interpreter at Hangchow as an officer of our Gov- 
errment should live, and that living expenses at Hangchow 
are very dear. There are ways and ways of living in China 
as elsewhere: a man can live at Hangchow on $3000 a year. 


_ 


Por instance, a missionary can live at Hangchow on that am- 


ount, but his house will be given him by the mission and large 
“ly furnished. His provisions and clothing will be sold 
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him at greatly redced rates. Moreover, he lives wholly 


e 


among the Chinese, and dees not have to meet the expectations 
of other people in his style of entertaining or living. 


Whereas a man in the Government service is expected and 


compelled to do otherwise. The British student of the 


same rank and doing the same work as Mr. Cloud, for instance, 
will receive at the very least $1500 or $1600 gold per an- 
num, and will be given a comfortable house to live in, per- 
haps partly furnished. At the present time theyoung man 


in charge of the British Consulate at Hangchow (he is not 
even a Vice Consul) draws pay both as Assistant and Acting 
Consul, which together amounts to about $3,500 or $3,700 per i 
year, gold. Good food supplies are hard to obtain in Hang- 
chow so that supplies mudét be sent from Shanghai at excessive 
rates of freight, and coolie hire in addition. 3 
As a result of my examination of M. Cloud in Chinese 
I find that he is not a ready reader, and in conversation 
is far from what I should call a fluent speaker. I must 
say, however, that he did not seem to be at a less to under- 
stand what I said to him in Chinese, and his replies were 
intelligent. He apparently has a very good vocabulary at 
his command. The translations I gave him to make are sub- 
mitted herewith and will show him a fair translator.

The Hankow consular district is one of the largest in 
China, and it requires a good deal of time in handling the 


routine office work - such as passport applications, answers 


to missionary inquiries, Chinese disputes involving Americans 


or American missions, registering deeds, typewriting, certi- 
fying invoices, keeping acwmunts and returns of the office 

in books for that purpose, etc., besides the general corres- 
pondence of the office. There is not what one would call 
@ great amount of Chinese correspondence at the Hankow Con- 
sulate General, although there is enough to keep one Chinese 
writer busy all the time, and he oftentimes finds it neces- 


~ 


gary to call in an assistant. Most of the Chinese corres-

pondence is of course with the Taot'ai, and the average would 
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be about one communication a day. The above will give you 
an outline of the nature of the work Mr Hull has to pere 
form under the supervision of the Consul General. 

Mr. Hull has read some little law at odd times but 
has never done enough to make it worthy of note. 

As to salayy, I may state that were it not for the fact 
that Mr. Martin the Consul General, has given Mr. Hull a 
room in the Consulate and allows him to board with his fam- 
ily, he would find it almost impossible to stay in the serv- 
ice at Hankow. Hankow is at present booming, with the 
result that prices everywhere are exceedingly high. A 
person cannot get board and lodging at the hotels under 
$8.00 Mexican per day, and the fare is exceedingly poor. 
The lowest rate for monthly boarders - when the hotels con- 
descend to take them, is $150 Mexican per month. From en- 
quiries I made, even if a nerson could join a private mess, 


the monthly expense would be at the very lowest fram $140 to 


$ 150 Mexican per month, equal to $70 or $80 per month gold, 
The fact must not be lost sight of that a person hold- 
ing a Consular position in he Far East finds that his posi- 
tion demands certain social obligations which also bring 
some expense. From what I can find out, persons in the 
other Consulates in Hankow holding similar positions to the 
one held by Mr. Hull draw from $1500 to $2000gold a year, 
besides having their houses furnished them free of expense. 
In a word, the only way to live on the salary of a student 
interpreter at Hankow is to practice the greatest economy 
always, which will afford only a living with no allowance for 
sickness or other extra expense. I may here mention that 
Mr. Hull has had several offers of other positions in Hankow, 
there being a constant demand for persons with a knowledge 
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of Chinese - all at an increase of salary. | One Company 
offered him $2,000gold per annum, with house, and with 
regular increases if efficient. 

Mr. Hull passes what I consider a very good examination 
in Chinese, both oral and written. He reads fairly fluent-— 
ly; his pronunciation is understood at Hankow and he had 
no difficulty, apparently, in understanding the conversation 
I had with him in Chinese upon subjects which I selected.

ALBERT W. PONTIUS. Mr. Pontius has been connected 
with the Consulate General at Tientsin since July last. 
He has devoted a good deal of his time to familiarizing 
himself with the general work of the office, such as: 
certification of invoices and examination thereof; is- 
suing of pakers and health certificates; miscellaneous 
correspondence; bookkeeping and clerical work in general. 
He attends to all the general correspondence with the 
Chinese authorities and does all the translating apper- 
taining thereto. He does all the interpreting for the 
Consul General. Mr. Pontius is a busy man; he practi- 
cally attends to all the routine work which practically 
takes up all his time during the day. He has devoted 
hewever, some of his time in studying and trying to im- 
prove his knowledge of Chinese. At present he is study- 
ing “Elements of Law" by Brig. Genl. Davis, and is also 
reading "Wharton's International Law Digest." 

Mr. Pontius tells me that it is almost an utter im- 
possibility for him to live within his present salary and 
uphold the dignity of his official position as Vice and 
Deputy Consul General in a befitting manner. He has 
been obliged to keep aloof from the entire Consular Body 
as his salary is too small to admit of any social expendi- 
ture. His salary will not even permit him to live in 
decent quarters. 
Americans who have taken him into their mess, allowing 
him to share in the mess bills only, he would be forced 
to live in quarters entirely unbecoming to a person in 


his position. As it is, his board alone foots up to 
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about $100 Mexican per month, and this through no extravd- 
gance either. If he were obliged to pay for the rent 
of his room - which is allowed him free of charge - his 
entire salary would be required for board and lodging. 
If he were obliged to live at a hotel it would cost him 
about $7.00 per day. With the present rate of exchange 
it can readily be seen what little Mr. Pontius has left, 
after paying his board, for other necessary expenditures. 
Tientsin is one of the most expensive ports in China 
to live in. In this connection I may mention that Mr. 
Pantius has had several offers of responsible positions: 
one at a salary of 50 pounds sterling per month from the 
Transvaal Labor Agency, and another at a salary of $3000 
gold per annum from a New York House, Both of these po- 
sitions necessitated a knowledge of Chinese which Mr. Pon- 
tius could easily have gqtalified for. In Tientsin, ord- 
inary clerical positions not calling for a knowledge of 
Chinese, pay salaries of at least $3,000 Mexican a year. 

Mr. Pontius is a fair speaker; he passed the oral ex- 
amination I gave him very well, but he is not a ready read- 
er. Hie translations were made with the assistance of 
a native unacquainted with the English language. Mr. 
Pontius told me that in ordinary Chinese-English trans ia- 
tions he can generally do without the services of a teach- 
er, but in more igpertant cases he considers his services 
necessary in order to insure accurate translations. 

From what I can gather I should say that Mr. Pontius 
is an ambitious young man; he is a good worker, industrious, 


is popular with all classes here, and is a man of good 
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habits. He has made considerable progress in the ac- 
quisition of German during the past winter. He is a 
typical hard-plodding American.

In November 1903 he became a Vice President of the Board 
of Revenue and at the same time was made a member of the 
Army Reorganization Council on Commission. In the Spring 
of 1904 he visited Japan to study military methods, and in 
May 1904 became Vice President of the Board of War. In 


July of that year he went through the central provinces 


on a special mission to inspect the condition of the Army, 
forts, arsenals, etc. On his return he submitted a long 
report criticizing severely the character of the troops 
and equipment of the provincial armies and making various 
recommendations.

During the negotiations here last November 
and December between the Japanese and Chinese which 
resulted in the Treaty of December 22, 1905, I was 
repeatedly informed by members of the Japanese Mission 
that the opinion was general among them that Niuchwang 
would unquestionably continue to be the most important 
shipping point for the Manchurian trade; and that it 
was hopeless to attempt to divert this trade to Dairen 
(Dalny), as the geographical position of Niuchwang in- 
sured it for all time a preponderating commercial posi- 
tion. 

Recently, however, a change of opinion appears to 
have taken place, and I hear from various quarters that 
the Japanese hope to direct much of the Niuchwang trade 
to Dairen,. The enclosed article, which gives the sube 
stance of a recent lecture delivered at Tokyo by the 
Japanese Vice Minister of Communications is therefore 
of considerable interest and corroborates the information 
I have received as to his Government's present intention,

I have to report that on the 16th of February 
last I received a telegram from the Vice Consul in Charge 
at Amoy informing me that the Customs had forbidden the 
shipment to the Philippine Islands of several hundred 
cattle already contracted for. The reason given for 
this sudden action, according to the alleged statement of 
the Taot'ai of the district, was that the district near 
Amoy was rapidly being denuded of cattle and that if 
measures were not taken to check exportation there would 
be a serious dearth of cattle for food. 

The above incident was essentially similar to the 
action taken by the Chinese in 1905 , in prohibiting the 
shipment of water buffaloes-:from China to the Philippines, 
referred to in Mr. Conger's No, 1628 of November Srd, 1903. 

I have the honor to enclose herewith copies of my 
correspondence with the Foreign Office on the subject, in

Your Imperial Highness: 

I have the honor to inform Your Imperial 
Highness that I am in receipt of a telegram from the , 
American Consul at Amoy, saying that the Imperial Maritime 
Customs authorities have forbidden the export of cattle 
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from that port, and have refused to allow the shipment of 
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several hundred head of cattle to the Philippine Islands, 
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the contract for which was entered into before the prohi- 
‘bition was issued. As the cattle have already been pur- 
chased and were ready for shipment, the enforcement of the 
peas ten in this case will work a hardship to the merch- 
ants, who feel that it would be no more than just to allow 
them several months notice. 

The complaint of these merchants seems to me very 
reasonable, and it becomes my duty to object most strongly 
to the enforcement of the prohibition in the ease of cattle 
already contracted for and purchased before notice of such 
prohibition was given, and to request that orders be given 
allowing such contracts to be carried out and shipments 

made accordingly.

Your Excellency: 
I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt 
of Your Excellency's despatch of February 26th last, saying 
that you were in receipt of a telegram from the American 
Consul at Amoy, stating that the Imperial Maritime Customs 
had forbidden the export of cattle from that port and had 
refused to allow the shipment of several hundred head of 
cattle to the Philippine Islands, the contract for which 
was entered and which were purchased before the prohibition 
was issued, so that, if shipments were not allowed, the 
merchants would suffer lois, and that it was the opinion 
of the merchants that it would be no more than just to give 
them several months' notice before enforcing such a prohibie 
tion. Your Excellency further said that the complaint of 
the warebonte appeared to be reasonable, and that you had 
to request that orders be given to the Customs to allow the 
merchants to carry out the contracts entered into before the 
prohibition was issued, and to permit cattle purchased be- 
rere that date to be shipped. 

My Board, upon examination, finds that cattle are 
reared in China chiefly for agricultural purposes and that 
very few are used for food; so that in the Export Rariff 
List appended to the Commercial Treatie@ no mention is made 
of them. It has been the rule heretofore in China to forbid 
the shipment of cattle, and the local authorities have been 


charged with the responsibility of investigating the situa- 
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ition from time to time and issuing such prohibition, In 
the Twelfth Moon of last year Uteauary 1906), having re- 
eeived a telegram from the Tartar General of Fukien stat- 
ing that foreigners were byying cattle in the Prefectures 
of Chang-chou and Ch'tian-chou to be shipped to the Philipp- 
‘ines, each lot containing some 500 or 600 head, which would 
be injurious to the agricultural interests, my Board at 
once telegraphed to the Tartar General of Fukien to instruct 
the Taot'ai at Amoy to izcsue a proclamation prohibiting the 
trade, except that in case any sea-going vessel should need 
provisions, not more than from three to five oe hight be 
exported. Instructions were also issued to the inspector 
General of Customs directing him to order the Customs au- 
thorities at the aforesaid place to enforce this prohibi- 
tion, as the records will show. 

With regard to the despatch of Your Excellency, the 
contracts of the merchants for the purchase of cattle were 
not approved in the first place by the local apthorities 
and the cattle already purchased were bought in disregard 
of the usual rule in China which has heretofore forbidden 
such purchases. It is difficult therefore for my Board to 
‘desue orders allowing this shipment to be made.

It becomes my duty to Inform Your Imperial Highness 
that the reasons assigned for the refusal of the permission 
asked do not appear at all satisfactory to me, Although 


cattle may be reared in some parts of China chiefly for 
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agricultural purposes, they are also used for food, and 
the cattle in question were purchased from agriculturists 4 
whe eught to be able to judge whether or not they can afford 
to part with them. The Tariff annexed to the treaty of 

1858 does not, it is true, enumerate.cattle among the exports 
but the rules appended to the Tariff List expressly provide 
that articles not enumerated in either the export or import 


list of duty-free goods shall pay an ad valorem duty of 5% 
calculated on their market value. It follows therefore, 


that unless the emport of an class of goods is expressly 


forbidden by the Treaty it must be allowed, or due notice 


of intention to prohibit must be given. That this was the 
view of the Board so late as October last is shown by the 
fact that in response to a complaint of the American Consul 
General at Chefoo your Board directed the Taot'ai of that 
port to allow the shipment of cattle to Vladivostock, which 
had previously been forbidden by the Moutradaty Proclamation. 
I ean quite understand that at times local conditions may 
require the prohibition of such export, but in that case, 
justice requires that due notice be given to those concerned 
$0 that they may not suffer loss. Your Imperial Highness 
implies that the local authorities ought to be notified by 
the merchants before they enter into contracts for the pure % 
chase of cattle, but no such requirement is mentioned in the 
treaty, and such contracts must be held to be as legitimate 


as any other ordinary commercial transaction. It is im- 


possible therefore for me to accept the argument of Your Highs 


ness as justifying this prohibition without notice, to the 


injury of the merchants concerned, and I am compelled to re~ 
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eat the protest made on the 26th ultimo and to express the 


hope that Your Emperial Highness will so modify the orders 


issued to the Customs at Amoy as to enable the merchants 


concerned to carry out the contracts entered into before the 


prohibition was issued.

It is the opinion of Your Ministers that the whole 
system of laws and statutes should be adjusted to the exi- 
gencies of the times. Generally speaking we may consider 
the Criminal Codefas a body (of fundamental principles) and 
the Rules of Court Procedure as determining the manner of 
the body's action. If the body (of principles) be ‘efect- 
ive, there is nothing upon which we may depend for guidance 
in determining the intent of the Law; and, if the manner of 
applying the principles be not arranged (beforehand),it will 
be impossible to make the oper ation of the Law really ef- 
fective. The two things are mutually dependent, and neither 
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# The Chinese Code of Laws has t@ do almost entirely with 
crime and its punishment. Hence the Chinese conception of 
Law as a body of principles is that of a system of punishments 
and the Department of Justice of the Imperial Government is 
called “The Board of Punishments". It is the aim of the Code 
to provide an appropriate punishment for every possible va- 
riety of offense under any possible combination of circum- 
pgs leaving nothing to the judge but the determination 

the eategory to which the case in hand belongs. Hence 
Big rialists reason that, if the body of printiples be 
incomplete, i.e. if any specific case be unprovided for in 
the system of cll Pe Pl a there oan be no guidance as to 
the iasant of the Law.

Now China includes her(rules for) Court Procedure \ \ 
and the Decision of Cases in her laws and statutes. They aq 


follow the ancient precedents of the T'ang and Ming Dynas- 
ties, the manner of executing the Law being carefully pro- V9 
vided for in the text of the Statutes. Considering all the 
circumstances of to-day, it is most urgently necessary to 
enlarge these provisions so as to make them more detailed. 
In all western countries the rules of court procedure are 


published ine separate volume, and they are further arrang- 4 


ed under two divisions; those for civil and those for crim- A 


inal cases. All cases having to do with debts, houses, 
lands, title deeds, and claims for damages are placed under 
the Jurisdiction of the civil courts. All that have to “4 i 
do with rebellion, counterfeiting the currency or efficial 
seals, ‘pldtes ‘to murder, robbery with violence, larceny, 
prices tia seizing property under bia oteees, and others of 
the sort, must be tried as criminal cases and decided accord- 
ing to the opinsnal law. As the rules for the decision of 
these cases are all carefully arranged, the work of properly 
| @isposing of them proceeds uniformly in accordance with such 


rules. Japan formerly pursued the Chinese practice, but 

since the Revolution she has followed in the footsteps of the — 
vest, and in the = Year of Mingechih she published a ; 
“guecession Rules of Procedure for Civil and Criminal Cases, 


with the result that citisens of all nations settled there 
have 
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have all become subject to her jurisdiction, as she has avail 
ed herself of the change to recover her legal jurisdiction. 
On leoking for the cause of this we find that it is because 
no longer as formerly does any one fail in the settlement of 
suits at law to obtain his rights. 

In China mixed Chinese -Foreign cases are daily 
increasing in number and complexity. Foreigners consider 
our manner of judgment different from theirs, and there con- 
stantly arises a difference of views. Chinese merchants, 
too, are not familiar with foreign regulations, and constant- 
-ly suspect bias, and as such suspicions accumulate, harmony 
becomes impossible, Every law-suit growing out of some or- 
dinary trifling dispute becomes a question for internation- 

al investigation. There have been innumerable cases of 
this sort in recent years. Unless the Rules of Court Pro- 
cedure be revised, withochanges of all kinds being permitted 
and their adoption even being urged, although the real body 
(of the Law) may be perfect, its general operation will not 
be a success, and the judicial administration will not be 
iubevet. The ancient rule in China has been for the Board 
of Punishments to have special jurisdiction of criminal cas- 
es, and the Board of Revenue in cases concerned with debt 
or with real estate transactions, so that some slight dis- 
tinetion has been made between civil and criminal cases. 

As to the Department and District Magistrates in 
the provinces, each unites in himself in one verson both ad- 
 misistrative and judicial authority. It is impossible to 

make any sudden change affecting official functions, but 
civil and criminal cases differ one from the other in their 
 @haracter, and although they may be under the jurisdiction of 
the same Court, it is important to make a distinction in 
the 
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the methods of dealing with them, Your ministers, in the | 
discharge of their duties as compilers, have exercised great 
care in comparing and selecting. We found on examining the 
regulations of Rurope and America that they were grouped un- 
der many headings, and that some of them were not entirely 
suited to conditions in China. We have taken into joint 
consideration only those which approach somewhat near to the 
measure of China's present needs, and have prepared brief 
rules of Court Procedure, making a distinction between crim- 
inal and civil cases. Our enquiries have occupied a long 
time, and we are able only now to report the completion of 
the Rujes. Among them are some regulations which are com- 
mon to all countries, and of these there are two which our 
country ought to adopt. The first is Trial by Jury. An 
examination of the "Rites of the Chou Dynasty" shows that 
the officials having jurisdiction in capital cases had three 
methods of deciding upon a capital sentence.# The third is 
called, “Taking the Opinion of the People", (which means) 
that all the people must approve of the proposed execution, 
after which the punishment, acquiesced in both by the offi- 
Gials above ahd the people below, is inflicted.

If an unworthy criminal magis- 
trate takes bribes and engages in crooked practices, deciding 
 @ases according to his own feelings, and resorts to fine 
writing to cover up his offences or makes malicious mis- 
statements to implicate others or is guilty of other such 
malpractices, it becomes more than ever necessary to inves- 
tigate his conduct. We have to request therefore that heree

The second recommendation is that lawyers ought to 
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be employed. As to the term, "lawyer", we mean by it "an 
advocate", The Japanese use the term “one who argues in 
defence’. When the parties to a lawsuit are brought in fear 
and trembling into the presence of the Court, if they say 
much, they talk in a confused way. Hence they employ lawe- 
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yers to-talk for then. The work of examining witnesses, 
confronting them, one with anotherg cross-examining them 
is performed in the various countries by men who have com- 
pleted the course in the Law School and received their di- 
plomas,. ‘The Govermment, too, appoints a lawyer to conduct 
any important case which it may have on hand. in the case 
@f poor persons an association to secure legal assistance 
appoints ax attorneys to act in their behalf, and takes no 
pay for this service. The effect upon the intercourse be~ 
tween officials and private persons is certainly not slight. 


Heretofore at the various ports of international 
trade in China foreign lawyers have already been permitted 
to practice in the courts. Worst of all, even the yamens 
following the custom of employing advisers, neve depended 
upon foreigners for defence in Chinese suits with the result 
that much obstruction has been experienced. For instance 
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when a case of international concern has arisen, they have 
invited such an atterney to conduct the case, although there 


ig certainly ne right principle of action requiring a man to 
; assist others to the detriment of his own seepie. On this 
account the exterritorial powers of the Consuls grow and ex- 
tend themselves. How can one bear to think of the evils 
that must afterwards result! We propose to ask therefore 
that henceforth in each of the provincial law schools where 
men are being trained in the Law a definkte number of stu- 
dents of good character, serious-minded, and well versed in 
the Law, shall be selected, who after they shall have com 
pleted their courses shall be examined, and, if found quali~- 
fied, shall be given diplomas, after which they shall be 
apportioned a mong the provinces and employed in arguing 
cases before the courts.¢ 

If the various schools find it difficult to provide 
the men needed on short notice, then each of the said prov- 
inces shall select the best qualified of its legal secreta- 
riestand distribute them among the schools with the especial 
object of making them more skilled in their profession, and 
after they shall have passed their examinations their as- 
signment for employment shall be taken into consideration.

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#This provision for the employment of attorneys and counsel- 
lors-at-law in the courts of China is a decidedly new depart- 
ure, and places the practice of Law in this Empire for the 
first time upon a respectable footing. The study of law as a 
profession has been frowned upon, and except recently in the 
ports where foreigners reside no attorney has been permitted 
to argue a case in court. There is a recognized class of 
scribes, however, versed in legal phraseology, authorized to 
draw up petitions and other legal documents.
